Faculty Member in Paris 
Venerates Relics of Passion 


Across the miles from Paris come 
frequent letters from Sister Mary Con- 
stantia, B.V.M., head of the French 


department at Clarke, who went 
abroad last August to do research at 
La Bibliothéque Nationale, the Sor- 
bonne, and L’Institut Catholique. In 
her most recent letter Sister writes 
about the privilege she had of venerat- 
ing the Sacred Relics of the Passion. 


“You probably know that the Em- 
peror of Constantinople had the 
Crown of Thorns, the Lance, the 
Nails, the Sponge, and a large portion 
of the Wood of the Cross. He bor- 
rowed large sums of money from the 
Venetians and ‘put up’ the Sacred 
Relics. 


"In 1239 St. Louis begged to 
pay his debts in exchange for the 
relics. The Emperor agreed and 
St. Louis sent two Friars Preach- 
ers to get them. St. Louis, his 
mother, Blanche of Castille, and 
most of the court went to Sens to 
meet them. Four days later the 
Procession entered Paris. The 
King, barefoot and in the garb of 
a pilgrim, carried the Crown of 


Thorns. 


“He had the famous Sainte Cha- 
pelle built to house the Crown of 


Thorns. Most of the guide books de- ; 


scribe it as ‘a gem of Gothic archi- 
tecture.” 


“Whatever it may be called, it is the B 


most beautiful, airy, almost fairy cre- 


ation of man you ever saw. No picture 
could ever begin to do justice to it. 
But at the time of the Revolution the 
relics were removed and hidden and 
they have’ been in the Treasury at 
Notre Dame ever since. The Sainte 
Chapelle has never since been used as 
a church and is now only a ‘show- 


,Place.’ The beautiful thirteenth cen- 


tury stained glass windows were taken 
ouc during this last war and they are 
not all back yer. ; . 
“During Lent, every Friday af- 
ternoon from 3 to 4:30 they have 
the Veneration of the Relics. 
ey are on a little altar, speci- 
ally constructed in the center of 
the church, with three lighted 
candles on each side. Every 15 
minutes the priest ‘comes out in 
surplice and stole and brings the 
relics to the Communion rail for 
the veneration of the people. 

There is a large wooden cross 
mounted on gold. Around the inter- 
section, like the circle of a Celtic cross, 
is the Crown of Thorns in a round 
glass tube. It is covered with a beau. 
tiful gold filigree. Along the lower 
Part of the cross is the long Piece of 
wood, about 6 or 8 inches long and 
2 or 3 inches wide and thick. It also 
18 Covered with glass so you just get to 
iss the glass but you can see the 
Crown of Thorns, After the Confer- 
nces on Sunday afternoon they ‘give
